Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 


I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  twentieth  Annual  Report  on 
the  health  of  the  three  districts  in  the  Combine,  in  which  an  account 
is  given  of  the  work  of  the  Health  Departments  during  1957.  This  report 
has  been  prepared  in  accordance  with  Ministry  of  Health  Circular  No.  I/58. 

It  will  be  remembered  that  in  1936,  following  the  fonnation  of  the 
Urban  District  of  Crawley,  it  was  agreed  that  my  services  should  be  made 
available  to  the  new  District  Council.  Although  the  C.U.D.C.  has  been 
unwilling  to  join  with  the  other  Authorities  now  in  the  Combined  District 
to  appoint  a  joint  Mediceil  Officer  of  Health,  feeling  that  the  time  will 
come  when  the  appointment  of  a  full-time  officer  for  the  New  Town  will  be 
i  necessary,  the  arrangement  has  continued.  The  necessary  sanction  Har 
i  been  renewed  by  the  Minister  until  March,  1939. 

Vital  Statistics 


Figures  are  given  separately  for  each  of  the  Districts  of  the  Combine, 
but  it  will  be  noted  that  during  1957  the  Death  Rates  showed  a  decline  in 
all  three  areas.  In  each  case  the  corrected  figures  are  below  the  national 
I  average.  As  1957  v/as  the  first  full  year  since  the  separation  of  Crawley 
1  from  the  Rural  District  of  Horshaim,  figures  for  the  latter  are  not  compar- 
1  able  with  previous  years  and  the  customary  table  has  been  omitted. 

Notifiable  Diseases 

Tables  showing  details  of  notifications  received  will  be  found  in 
each  section  of  the  report.  In  each  District  there  was  an  increase  in 
the  number  of  Measles  when  compared  with  the  previous  year  and  a  decrease 
in  the  number  of  Whooping  Cough  cases.  Even  so  it  would  appear  that  the 
importance  of  preventive  inoculation  against  Whooping  Cough  is  not  yet 
generally  realised.  While  medical  science  has  done  much  to  rid  this 
disease  of  its  terrors,  it  remains  a  potentially  serious  infection  in 
young  infants  who  should  be  protected  by  inoculation  before  reaching  six 
months  of  age. 

In  both  the  Urban  and  RuraG.  Districts  of  Horsham,  Poliomyelitis 
showed  an  increase,  four  cases  occurring  in  the  Urban  area  as  compared 
with  one  during  1956,  and  nine  in  the  Rural  District  against  three  in 
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the  previous  year®  Of  the  total  of  thirteen  cases  in  the  Horsham  area 
six  only  were  in  children,  -  and  two  of  these  had  disease  of  the  paraly¬ 
tic  type.  Both  made  complete  recoveries.  On  the  other  hand,  of  the 
seven  cases  in  the  older  age  groups,  five  had  muscular  involvement.  In 
three  of  these  cases  residual  weakness  was  present  on  discharge  from 
hospital,  but  it  might  be  mentioned  that  in  the  two  most  serious  cases 
infection  was  known  to  have  been  contracted  abroad.  This  tendency  to 
affect  adults  to  an  increasing  degree  has  been  a  feature  of  this  disease 
since  the  outbreak  of  1947 • 


Three  of  the  notifications  in  the  Horsham  Rural  District  were  in 
connection  with  a  small  outbreak  which  occurred  during  September  at 
Dedisham  Nursery  School.  The  first  caae  was  a  senior  member  of  the 
nursing  staff  who  contracted  paralytic  disease,  but  a  few  days  after 
her  transfer  to  Foredown  Isolation  Hospital  two  further  cases  from 
Dedisham  were  admitted,  one  a  junior  nurse  and  the  other  a  baby.  Immed¬ 
iately  the  first  case  was  diagnosed  it  was  obvious  that  infection  had  in 
all  probability  become  widespread  in  this  relatively  isolated  community, 
and  specimens  from  all  children  and  staff  were  submitted  for  virological 
investigation  to  the  Guildford  Public  Health  Laboratory,  where  the 
Medical  Director,  Dr.  G.T.  Cook,  undertook  the  very  considerable  task 
of  examination  of  more  than  seventy  specimens.  At  the  same  time  Gamma 
Globulin,  provided  by  the  Colindale  Laboratory  of  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  Service,  was  given  to  both  children  and  staff  in  an  endeavour 
to  raise  temporarily  the  level  of  immunity.  The  laboratory  reports  were 
of  the  greatest  help  in  the  control  of  the  outbreak,  for  it  was  found 
that  four  members  of  the  staff  and  over  twenty  children  were  carrying 
Polio-virus  Type  1.  Tribute  must  be  paid  to  the  Matron  and  her  staff 
for  their  magnificent  and  untiring  work  during  the  following  weeks,  and 
to  the  coFiScientious  manner  in  which  all  precautions  were  carried  out  in 
the  face  of  great  difficulties.  Not  only  was  there  a  serious  shortage 
of  part-time  domestic  staff,  normally  recruited  from  the  village  of 
Slinfold,  but  there  was  much  ill-advised  gossip  which  rendered  the  task 
of  control  unusually  difficult.  However  a  meeting  of  parents  was  held 
in  the  village  school,  when  a  full  and  frank  explanation  was  given, 
following  which  public  alarm  quickly  abated. 

It  is  only  recently  that  the  laboratory  examination  ..of"  stools  from 
contacts  has  been  practicable  on  any  large  scale.  The  findings  here, 
as  elsewhere,  confirm  what  has  been  believed  on  clinical  grounds  for 
many  years,  -  namely  that  only  a  small  portion  of  those  affected  by  the 
virus  of  poliomyelitis  ever  show  symptoms. 


The  two  cases  of  Typhoid  Fever  notified  in  the  H.R.D,  were  in  two 
young  brothers  who  contracted  the  infection  during  a  continental  holiday. 
Prophylactic  injections  had  not  been  given. 


Only  one  notification  of  Food  Poisoning  was  received  during  the 
year.  This  referred  to  a  woman,  resident  in  the  Rural  District  of 
Petworth,  who  on  clinical  grounds  was  believed  to  have  contracted 
Staphylococcal  Food  Poisoning  following  a  meal  eaten  on  the  previous 
day  in  the  London  area.  It  was  not  possible  to  confirm  the  diagnosis 
by  bacteriological  examination. 

Care  of  the  Aged 

One  of  the  most  distressing  duties  in  the  Health  Department  is 
when  we  are  called  upon  to  arrange  for  the  disposal  of  old  people  who, 
in  the  wording  of  the  National  Assistance  Act,  19^7*  are  - 

(a)  Suffering  from  grave  chronic  disease  or,  being 
aged,  infirm  or  physically  incapacitated,  are 
living  in  insanitary  conditions,  and 

(b)  Are  unable  to  devote  to  themselves,  and  are  not 
receiving  from  other  persons,  proper  care  and 
attention. " 

It  is  only  with  the  greatest  reluctance  that  I  and  ray  colleagues 
tak^  action  under  this  Act,  but  a  case  was  reported  to  me  in  October 
1957  in  which  there  was  no  alternative  course.  An  old  woman,  aged 
76  years,  was  reported  by  her  doctor  to  be  living  in  deplorable  condi¬ 
tions  and  an  immediate  visit  was  paid  in  company  with  the  District 
Welfare  Officer «  She  was  obviously  suffering  from  some  degree  of 

senile  dementia  and  was  very  bent,  apparently  from  advanced  osteo- 
nrthritis,  in  spite  of  wnich  she  was  obliged  to  climb  a  steep  staircase 
to  the  bedroom  where  she  spent  the  night  on  an  old  and  burst  feather 
mattress  in  a  filthy  room.  Living  with  her  were  two  elderly  male 
lodgers.  The  family  doctor  reported  that  there  had  been  a  marked 
deterioration  in  the  old  woman’s  condition  during  the  previous  twelve 
months,  but  she  was  quite  unwilling  to  enter  a  Horae.  It  was  felt 
that  there  was  no  alternative  but  to  deal  with  her  case  under  Section  47, 
so  a  Magistrate’s  Order  was  obtained  for  her  removal  to  "North  View"  at 
East  Preston.  She  was  taken  there  by  ambulance  and  settled  down  in  her 
new  quarters.  A  recent  enquiry  shows  that  she  is  quite  happy  there. 

The  Commonest  of  all  Diseases 

One  of  the  most  striking  of  social  changes  during  the  last  half 
century  has  been  the  improvement  in  child  health,  for  the  average  child 
of  today  is  incomparably  more  healthy,  taller  and  better  developed  than 
was  the  case  fifty  years’  ago.  There  has  been  a  marked  change  for  the 
better  even  in  the  last  twenty  years,  -  as  is  very  apparent  to  those  of 
us  who  were  engaged  in  the  routine  medical  inspection  of  school  children 
before  the  last  war,  Sven  ten  years’  ago  this  encouraging  change  was 
evident,  contrary  to  that  which  might  have  been  expected  after  the  years  of 
shortage  and  deprivation  inevitable  in  war  time.  During  the  immediate 
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post-war  years,  one  of  the  greatest  causes  for  satisfaction  was  in  the 
marked  improvement  in  oral  hygiene  among  school  entrants,  -  those 
children  who  had  been  born  in  the  early  forties  when  food  rationing 
was  in  force,  -  and  the  School  Dental  Service  was  able  to  report  an 
encouraging  increase  in  the  proportion  of  young  children  who  showed 
no  evidence  of  tooth  decay. 

How  different  is  the  position  today  I  An  extensive  survey,  the 
results  of  which  were  published  in  1955 »  showed  that  on  average  five- 
year-old  children  have  six  decayed  teeth  per  child,  while  four -year- 
olds  have  five.  In  short,  this  means  that  in  any  one  year,  among  the 
four  and  five-year-old  children  of  England  and  Wales  alone  there  will 
be  an  average  of  nearly  eight  million  decayed  teeth  in  need  of  treatment, - 
an  enormous  task  which  is  obviously  beyond  the  present  abilities  of  the 
school  dental  staff  and  the  dental  surgeons  of  the  National  Health  Service. 
Many  of  these  teeth  will  need  extraction  and  it  must  never  be  forgotten 
tliat  the  premature  removal  of  ’’milk-teeth"  may  have  a  serious  effect  on 
the  development  of  the  permanent  dentition. 

How  has  this  deplorable  state  of  affairs  come  about?  Dental  caries 
has  affected  mankind  from  the  earliest  times,  but  never  so  much  as  today, 
for  98^  of  the  population  df  this  country  suffer  from  the  disease.  Al¬ 
though  there  is  no  complete  racial  immunity,  the  incidence  in  primitive 
tribes  beyond  the  reach  of  civilisation  is  very  low  indeed.  It  has  been 
said  with  much  truth  that  one  part  of  the  world  is  still  suffering  from 
hunger  and  malnutrition,  while  the  rest  literally  "eats  itself  to  death'.’. 

It  can  also  be  said  that  those  who  suffer  from  hunger  have  far  less  dental 
disease  than  the  more  fortunate  inhabitants  of  the  v/estern  v/orld.  This 
is  essentially  a  scourge  of  modern  civilisation.  During  the  last  war  the 
German-occupied  countries  in  Europe  suffered  far  less  from  dental  decay 
than  those  which  remained  free,  solely  because  sugar  was  almost  unobtain¬ 
able  and  people  were  forced  to  eat  more  natural  and  unadulterated  foods. 
Among  the  Eskimos  of  Greenland  and  the  aborigines  of  Australia,  dental 
disease  was  almost  unknown  until  they  became  introduced  to  cooked, 
starchy  foods,  when  tooth  decay  quickly  made  its  appearance. 

In  the  causation  of  dental  disease  many  factors  play  a  part.  In 
the  healthiest  mouth  are  numerous  types  of  bacteria,  but  a  starchy  diet 
encourages  the  growth  of  those  organisms  which  cause  carbohydrate  break¬ 
down,  releasing  acid  which  can  attack  the  protective  enamel  of  the  t^eth. 
After  the  consumption  of  such  diet,  acid  is  produced  immediately^ and  in 
a  susceptible  mouth  continues  to  accumulate  up  to  Vk  hours  if  food  is 
available  for  the  bacteria  between  the  teeth  and  around  the  gum  margins. 
Obviously  if  food  is  eaten  frequently  the  conditions  become  ideal  for  the 
production  of  decay.  Dental  research  has  proved  beyond  doubt  that  the 
most  important  factor  of  all  in  the  production  of  dental  caries  is  the 
heavy  consumption  of  sweet  starchy  foods,  often  taken  between  meals, 
together  with  the  lack  of  any  effort  on  the  part  of  those  affected  to 
cleanse  the  teeth  after  eating. 
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Unfortunately  any  measures  which  the  dental  profession,  supported 
by  their  medical  colleagues,  may  take  to  educate  the  public  into 
correct  eating  habits,  are  likely  to  come  to  naught  in  the  face  of 
modern  advertising  methods.  These  subject  all  of  us  to  great  pressure 
by  subtle  and  compelling  advertising  which,  together  with  the  social 
usages  of  our  time,  encourages  everyone  to  nibble  sweets  constantly. 

The  condition  of  any  cinema  floor  at  the  end  of  the  day,  littered  as 
it  is  sure  to  be  by  papers  and  cantons,  gives  ample  evidence  of  the 
widespread  nature  of  this  unnatural  habit.  Of  what  use  is  it  to  tell 
a  child,  -  or  for  that  matter  its  parents,  -  that  sweet  and  starchy 
foods  should  not  be  eaten  between  meals,  when  on  the  television  screen, 
on  posters  or  in  the  newspapers  he  is  urged  to  take  a  "between  meal 
snack".  Stress  must  be  laid  on  the  vital  importance  of  brushing  the 
teeth  after  every  meal,  but  dentifrice  firms,  using  the  same  advertis¬ 
ing  media,  suggest  that  their  products  give  lasting  protection  against 
decay  with  one  brushing  in  the  morningl  While  even  greater  harm  may 
result  from  the  various  sweet  beverages  which  the  public  is  urged  to 
consiime  at  night  -  presumably  in  bed,  -  leaving  ideal  conditions  for 
decay  during  the  houts  of  sleep. 

Although  the  cost  to  the  nation  of  the  Dental  Service  since  the 
inception  of  the  National  Health  Service  is  how  approaching  three 
hundred  million  pounds,^ next  to  nothing  is  being  spent  to  prevent  the 
disease  which  has  been  well  described  as  "the  last  great  epidemic". 

Yet  the  only  hope  for  the  future  must  lie  in  the  education  of  the 
public.  So  few  realise  that  preventive  dentistry  can  be  carried 
out  by  themselves  in  their  own  homes  by  employing  a  correct  regime 
with  regard  to  diet  and  by  practising  simple  methods  of  oral  hygiene. 
Careful  research  has  shov;n  that  dental  decay  can  be  reduced  by  over 
50^  when  the  teeth  are  cleansed  regularly  after  meals.  It  has  also 
been  proved  that  sugar  and  acids  can,  to  a  great  extent,  be  cleansed 
from  the  mouth  rapidly  by  the  simple  expedient  of  rinsing  the  mouth 
with  plain  water.  What  advice  can  be  given  to  parents  with  regard 
to  the  care  of  their  children's  teeth,  -  not  to  mention  their  own? 

Steps  which  can  be  taken  in  the  home  are:- 

(a)  The  avoidance  of  eating  between  meals,  including  the  banning 
of  sweets  and  "lollies"  except  at  meal  times. 

(b)  Regular  meal  times,  and  the  eating  of  fibrous  fruits  and 
vegetables  such  as  apples  or  raw  carrot  at  the  end  of  the 
meal. 

(c)  The  encouragement  of  children,  by  both  example  and  instruction, 
to  rinse  the  mouth  with  plain  water  after  eating  or  drinking. 

(d)  The  instruction  of  young  children  in  the  correct  technique  of 
teeth  brushing  and  its  value,  especially  last  thing  at  night. 
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Half  a  century  has  now  elapsed  since  it  was  first  observed  in 
America  that  people  living  in  regions  where  fluorides  occur  naturally 
in  the  water  have  a  low  incidence  of  dental  decay,  but  it  was  not  until 
19^5  that  the  first  controlled  studies  of  artificial  fluoridation  of 
water  supplies  in  the  U'.S.A.  were  started.  Within  less  than  ten  years 
the  results  of  these  tests,  and  of  many  others,  convinced  the  scientists 
who  had  investigated  the  matter  that  fluoridation  can  greatly  reduce 
dentsil  caries  among  children  who  drink  the  water  during  their  teeth- 
building  period,  and  that  the  procedure  is  perfectly  safe.  Fluoride 
has  been  recommended  by  many  authorities,  including  the  American 
Medical  Association,  the  American  Dental  Association,  and  the  United 
States  Public  Health  Services,  while  in  1957  the  World  Health  Organisa¬ 
tion  declared  "The  discovery  of  the  optimal  concentration  of  fluoride 
in  drinking  water  is  the  most  significant  development  in  the  history  of 
preventive  dentistry . " 

It  has  been  shown  that  the  ideal  concentration  of  fluoride  is  one 
part  per  million.  This  is  a  figure  beyond  most  people's  conception, 
but  translated  into  more  familiar  figures  it  means  that  14)4  gallons 
of  such  water  would  contain  one  grain  of. fluoride.  In  Great  Britain 
the  average  level  of  fluoride  in  drinking  water  is  only  0.1  p.p.m.  or 
less,  but  in  certain  arfeas  the  level  is  as  high  as  4.0  p.p.m.,  -  when 
slight  mottling  in  the  enamel  of  children's  teeth  may  be  found,  although 
evidence  of  decay  remains  low.  Careful  surveys  of  children's  teeth  in 
South  Shields,  Colchester  and  Slough,  districts  having  a  level  of  1  p.p.m. 
or  over  of  fluoride  in  the  water,  show  that  there  is  60  per  cent,  less 
dental  decay  than  in  North  Shields,  Ipswich  and  Heading,  towns  which  are 
comparable  in  size  but  which  have  water  deficient  in  fluoride. 

Following ' the  report  of  a  Government  mission  which  visited  the 
U.S.A.  in  1952,  it  was  resolved  to  institute  the  artificial  fluoridation 
of  drinking  water  in  four  areas  in  Great  Britain  cind  the  experiment 
continues. 

During  the  year  the  Counties  Public  Health  Laboratory,  which  under¬ 
takes  on  our  behalf  the  chemical  examination  of  water  samples,  was  asked 
to  estimate  the  fluorine  content  of  water  from  the  Hardham  source  as 
supplied  by  the  North  West  Sussex  Joint  Water  Board.  This  was  found 
to  have  a  reading  of  less  than  0.1  p.p.m.,  i.e.  less  than  a  tenth  of 
the  desirable  figure.  Now  that  the  value  of  artificial  fluoridation 
has  been  proved  beyond  all  doubt,  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  an  early 
decision  will  be  taken  to  make  available  to  all  children  the  benefits 
of  this  discovery.

My  thanks  are  due  to  the  Senior  Public  Health  Inspectors  and 
their  staffs  for  their  help  and  co-operation  in  the  work  of  the 
Department  and  for  the  compilation  of  figures  for  this  report.  Once 
again  the  report  has  been  produced  in  my  office,  my  secretary.  Miss 
Heydon,  having  been  responsible  for  the  typing,  while  duplication  on 
the  Multilith  machine  has  been  carried  out  by  kind  permission  of  the 
Clerk  to  the  Horsham  Rural  District  Council  in  order  to  avoid  the  high 
cost  of  printing.

ACCOMMODATION  FOR  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE 


The  responsibility  for  the  provision  of  accommodation  for  cases 
of  Infectious  Disease  now  rests  with  the  Regional  Hospital  Board,  and 
no  longer  with  the  Local  Sanitary  Authorities.  In  this  area,  however, 
the  previous  practice  whereby  practitioners  wishing  to  arrange  admission 
of  such  cases  approach  the  Health  Department  has  been  continued  and 
works  smoothly,  both  in  and  out  of  "office  hours".  Under  this  scheme 
the  Department  is  informed  of  the  cases  much  sooner,  while  the  practi¬ 
tioner  is  relieved  of  the  necessity  of  making  several  possibly  lengthy 
telephone  calls.

Full  use  was  again  made  of  the  facilities  provided  by  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory  at  Brighton,  for  the  biological  examination  of  milk. 

Milk  for  statutory  examination  was  again  sent  to  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory,  Epsom.  This  laboratory  is  unable  to  carry  out 
biological  examinations  owing  to  its  restricted  accommodation  for 
laboratory  animals. 

Of  the  43  satrapies  of  T.T.  milk,  6  failed  to  pass  the  methylene 
blue  test.

MEAT  INSPECTION 


Meat  inspection  at  the  Council's  Slaughterhouse,  the  Bacon 
Factory  and  the  two  private  slaughterhouses  in  the  District,  occupied 
a  large  proportion  of  the  time  of  the  Inspectors,  both  inside  and 
outside  normal  hours.  As  far  as  possible  an  Inspector  was  on  duty 
while  slaughtering  was  in  progress  at  the  Council's  slaughterhouse, 
and  at  the  Bacon  Factory  and  visits  were  psiid  to  the  private  slaughter¬ 
houses  on  slaughtering  days.  All  animals  slaughtered  in  the  District 
were  inspected.

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Disposal  of  Condemned  Meat  and  Organs: 

Following  the  practice  established  by  the  Ministry  of  Food  when 
slaughtering  was  controlled,  condemned  beef  is  released  to  a  Contractor 
who  provides  a  written  guarauitee  that  it  will  not  be  used  for  human 
consumption,  and  that  it  will  be  cut  into  portions  of  not  more  than 
2  lbs.  in  weight  and  sterilised  by  boiling  before  disposal. 

As  an  additional  safeguard  the  Public  Health  Department  of  the 
District  in  which  the  Contractor's  premises  are  situated  is  notified 
on  every  occasion,  so  that  the  receipt  and  treatment  of  the  meat  at 
those  premises  may  be  controlled. 

All  other  condemned  meat  and  organs  are  removed  by  a  reputable 
firm  for  processing  for  non-edible  purposes.

In  this  area,  however, 
the  previous  practice  whereby  practitioners  wishing  to  arrange  admission 
of  such  cases  approach  the  Health  Department  has  been  continued  and  works 
smoothly,  both  in  and  out  of  "office  hours".  Under  this  scheme  the 
Department  is  informed  of  the  cases  much  sooner,  while  the  practitioner 
is  relieved  of  the  necessity  of  making  several  possibly  lengthy  telephone 
calls.

Drainage 

In  May  of  this  year  the  new  public  sewer  at  Slinfold  became 
available  for  connection,  and,  of  the  l45  properties  along  the  line  of 
this  sewer,  65  were  connected  satisfactorily.  In  order  to  assist  owners 


Drainage  (Continued) 


of  the  properties  concerned,  a  lateral  connection  from  the  sewer  was 
extended  to  the  boundary  of  each  property.  In  addition  to  proving 
a  great  saving  in  expense  for  the  owner,  this  procedure  obviates  road- 
crossings  and  difficult  saddle  connections  to  the  sewer.  It  is  pleas¬ 
ing  to  report  that,  in  all  cases  where  connections  have  been  effected, 
conversions  of  E.C. ’s  to  W.C.’s  have  been  caxried  out  voluntarily  by 
the  owners. 

Small  extensions  to  existing  sewers  at  Broadbridge  Heath  and 
Plummers  Plain,  together  involving  the  connection  of  nine  properties, 
were  also  carried  out. 

The  total  number  of  sewer  connections  supervised  by  this  Department 
was  ?7»  which  involved  24  conversions  of  E.C.'s. 

A  complete  survey  of  drainage  systems  of  all  properties,  numbering 
261,  in  the  Rudgwick/Bucks  Green/Tisraans  Common  districts  was  carried 
out,  having  regard  to  the  proposed  main  drainage  scheme  which  is  expected 
to  be  in  operation  in  March  1959* 

New  drainage  systems,  including  the  provision  of  W.C.’s,  were 
installed  at  3I  properties.

The  standard  of  hygiene  in  food  premises  is 
constantly  rising  and  many  traders  have  exceeded  the  requirements  of  the 
Regulations,  both  with  regard  to  the  construction  of  the  premises  and 
the  equipment  used.

Here  I  must  draw  attention  to  a  great  potential  danger  which  is 
brought  about  by  the  sale  of  raw  knacker's  meat  for  domestic  petso 
A  high  percentage  of  this  meat  contains  virulent  pathogenic  organisms, 
such  as  tuberculosis,  salmonellae  and  other  food  poisoning  organisms, 
and  when  one  considers  that  this  meat  is  taken  into  the  domestic  kitchen 
by  the  unsuspecting  housewife,  cut  up  with  domestic  tools  and  allowed 
to  contaminate  kitchen  tables,  hands,  sinks,  etc®,  then  one  can  appreciate 
the  cause  for  alarm® 

Slaughterhouses  and  Meat  Inspection 

There  are  4  small  private  slaughterhouses  within  the  District,  and 
slaughtering  is  carried  out  at  irregular  times  invariably  outside  normal 
office  hours®  However  co-operation  with  the  butchers  concerned  is  such 
that  all  meat  and  offal  are  detained  until  inspected.  One  hundred  per  cent® 
inspection  of  animals  slaughtered  was  maintained  throughout  the  yeair®

Milk  aiid  Dairies 


The  registered  dairy  at  Stammerham  Farm,  Rusper,  closed  at  the 
beginning  of  the  year,  and  a  new  dairy,  comprising  a  bottled  milk  store, 
was  registered  at  Tisserand  Farm,  Billingshurst .  The  only  other 
registered  dairy  in.  the  District  belongs  to  the  Express  Dairy  Co.  Ltd., 
and  is  a  large  milk-receiving  depot,  also  at  Billingshurst. 

One  additional  distributor  was  registered,  making  a  total  of  23 
retailers  operating  within  the  District. 


HOUSING 

The  total  number  of  dwellinghouses  visited  for  housing  defects 
(under  Public  Heeilth  and  Housing  Acts)  was  304. 

Substantial  progress  was  made  during  the  year  in  the  Council *s 
Slum  Clearance  programme  and  44  individual  imfit  houses  were  dealt 
with  under  the  provisions  of  Section  l6  of  the  Housing  Act,  1937. 

There  was  practically  no  opposition  to  this  formal  action  being  taken, 
and,  in  accordance  with  the  Council’s  policy,  3^  undertakings  not  to 
use  for  human  habitation  were  accepted. 

Th:U  policy  of  accepting  undertakings  in  lieu  of  making  demolition 
orders  is  criticised,  in  some  quaurters,  but  there  are  many  advantages  of 
such  a  policy  which  are  not  always  appreciated.  This  rural  district 
contains  quite  a  large  number  of  Ancient  Buildings  which  are  protected 
from  demolition  by  the  provisions  of  Section  17(3),  and  in  fact  IBcsuch 
properties  were  deailt  with  during  the  year. 

Many  unfit  properties  are  farm-workers'  cottages  in  isolated 
positions,  and  in  addition  to  the  fact  that  demolition  would  prove 
costly ,  invariably  it  is  found  that  the  farmer  concerned  is  in  need 
of  additional  storage  space  for  fodder,  farm  equipment,  etc.,"  and  the 
building,  although  subject  to  an  undertaking  not  to  use  as  a  dwelling, 
still  serves  a  useful  purpose. 

Finally ,  it  is  pointed  out  that  a  large  number  of  these  unfit  houses 
are  sited  in  most  desirable  surroundings.  Although  subject  to  an  under¬ 
taking,  such  properties  are  sought  after  with  a  view  to  repair  and 
improvement,  even  though  such  works  are  costly.  It  is  gratifying  to 
point  out  that  during  the  yesir  28  houses  subject  to  undertakings  were 
repaired  and  improved  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Council,  permitting 
cancellation  of  the  undertakings.  A  further  4  properties  included  in 
the  Council’s  list  of  unfit  houses,  but  upon  which  formail  action  had  not 
yet  been  taken,  were  similarly  repaired  and  improved. 

The  procedure  involved  in  repairing  these  houses  is  such  that  prior 
approval  of  all  work .proposed  must  be  obtained  from  the  Council  before 
any  work  is  commenced.  Although  many  hours  are  spent  discussing 
essential  repair  works  with  owners  and  prospective  owners,  it  is  con¬ 
sidered  to  be  time  well -spent.

staff  for  certain  periods.  However  there  is  some  consolation  in  the 
fact  that  the  Factory  Inspectorate  will  report  any  defects,  or  contra¬ 
ventions  of  the  Act.

SOCIAL  Ca^DITIONS 

The  district  is  mainly  agricultural  in  character  with  dairy  and 
arable  farming  predominating.  An  important  industry  is  situated  in 
and  around  Kirdford  parish  by  the  growing,  grading,  packing  and  storage 
of  apples. 

Residential  development  is  restricted  to  a  few  detached  dwellings 
mainly  in  the  Loxwood,  Fittleworth  and  Bury  areas. 

All  the  housing  schemes  of  the  Council  which  were  in  hand  were 
completed  by  the  end  of  the  year.  A  further  extension  to  the  housing 
estate  South  of  Petworth  is  contemplated.  New  primary  and  secondary 
modern  schools  are  also  contemplated  at  Petworth.

Water  Supply 

The  public  water  supply  for  the  whole  district  is  derived  from 
springs -and  boreholes  in  the  lower  greensaind,  at  Haslingbourne,  near 
Petworth,  After  settlement  and  chlorination  the  water  is  pmnped  to 
three  reservoirs  via  one  rising  main  eind  distributed  at  different 
pressures  according  to  the  nature  of  the  area  to  be  supplied,  the 
reservoirs  being  at  three  different  levels. 

The  total  storage  of  the  reservoirs  is  66o, 000 'gallons,  or  rather 
less  than  Vh  days  average. consumption. 

The  water  is  raised  by  diesel  engines  and  electric  motors,  the 
engine  driven  pumps  having  about  double  the  capacity  of  the  electric 
pumps.  The  former  pumping  sets  are  in  duplicate.  The  total  pumping 
capacity  is  about  25 » 000  gallons  per  hour  and  this  can  be  constantly 
maintained  for  periods  up  to  24  hours.  Normally  the  running  times 
are  about  17-18  hours  a  day  in  winter  and  21-22  hours  in  the  summer. 

The  chlorination  dose  is  varied  to  maintain  a  residual  chloripe  when 
leaving  the  works  of  .15  parts  per  million.  A  constant  residual 
chlorine  recorder  is  in  use. 

The  issue  by  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  of  the 
West  Sussex  Water  Survey  during  the  year  caused  the  postponement  of 
the  scheme  to  provide  an  additional  storage  reservoir  at  Plaistow. 

In  an  endeavour  to  overcome  our  present  difficulties  in  keeping  a 
satisfactory  pressure  in  the  Plaistow,  Shillinglee  and  Fisherstreet 
areas,  an  alternative  scheme  was  put  forward  for  taking  water  at  a 
higher  pressure  from  the  Mdhurst  R.D.C.  mains  near  Lurgashall  and 
feeding  into  the  Northchapel  main  near  Schoolliouse  Farm.  At  peak 
periods  of  consumption  this  additional  supply  will  reduce,  and,  it  is 
hoped,  obviate  completely  the  present  supply  difficulties.  The  Water 
Survey  report  recognises  the  need  for  a  storage  reservoir  at  Plaistow, 
but  it  will  probably  be  many  years  before  one  is  provided  in  the 
present  circumstances. 

The  only  additional  water  main  laid  during  the  year  was  120  yards 
of  5”  main  on  the  Petworth  (South)  housing  site. 

'Forty-seven  new  connections  have  been  made  to  the  mains  during 
1957 •  The  total  number  of  properties  supplied  with  water  from  the 
public  mains  is  now  5»094,  which  is  95*8%  of  properties  in  the  district. 

The  few  private  supplies  which  still  exist  were  sampled  at 
intervals  throughout  the  year  and  appropriate  action  taken  where 
necessary.

Sewerage  and  Drainage 

The  end  of  the  year  saw  the  practical  completion  of  the  new 
sewage  works  for  the  southern  part  of  Petworth,  the  new  works  coming 
into  operation  on  the  4th  December. 

The  Fittleworth  sewerage  scheme  was  the  subject  of  discussion 
with  the  Council's  consulting  engineers,  and  eventually  was  approved 
by  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government.  The  scheme  was 
postponed  by  the  Council,  on  account  of  the  increase  in  interest 
rates  for  loans,  following  the  raising  of  the  Bank  Rate. 

A  start  was  made  on  the  preparation  of  a  modified  sewerage  scheme 
for  a  part  of  Bury  village  involving  new  sewers  in  Houghton  Lane,  Bury 
Square,  The  Street  and  Westburton  Road,  and  enlarging  the  existing 
sewage  disposal  works. 

All  existing  sewage  works  functioned  satisfactorily  during  the 
year  and  effluent  reports  from  the  River  Board  were  generally  good. 

Cesspools 

The  cesspool  emptying  service  continued  to  increase  though 
every  effort  is  made,  consistent  with  the  requirements  of  public  health, 
to  keep  the  cost  down.  The  contractors  have  one  machine  practically 
full-time  in  the  district.

Public  Cleansing 

The  refuse  collection  service  is  practically  unaltered  and  covers 
the  whole  district.  In  the  central  parts  of  Petworth  a  collection  is 
made  twice  a  week,  in  the  outer  parts  of  the  town  on^e  weekly.  The 
greater  part  of  the  district  has  a  fortnightly  collebtion  while  the  more 
remote  dwellings  and  farms  are  visited  once  a  month  or  when  requested,  - 
provided  there  is  a  sxii table  road. 

Householders  are  required  to  place  refuse  containers  at  or  near 
the  entrance  of  their  dwellings  and  near  the  road.  There  are  some 
exceptions  to  this  rule,  generally  on  account  of  old  age  or  infirmity. 


Both  refuse  vehicles  have  continued  to  work  without  serious  break¬ 
down.  The  statistics  relating  to  these  vehicles  for  1957  are  as 
follows.

Housing  Acts  1936  and  1937 

Action  under  the  Housing  Act  was  commenced  in  respect  of  six 
dwellinghouses  which  were  inspected  during  the  year,  found  to  be 
unfit  eind  were  not  considered  repairable  at  reasonable  expense.  It 
would  appear  that  the  owners  shared  this  view,  because  in  four  cases 
of  the  six  V either  Demolition  Orders  or  Closing  Orders  were  made  by 
the  Council  when  the  owners  failed  to  come  forward  with  proposals  for 
reconditioning.  In  the  remaining  two  cases  Notices  of  Time  and  Place 
when  the  subject  will  be  considered  have  been  served. 

Since  the  Rural  Housing  Survey  was  commenced  in  19^7 i  a  total  of 
3^8  dwellinghouses  has  been  the  subject  of  formal  action  under 
Section  11  of  the  Housing  Act,  1936.  Of  these,  233  have  been  dealt 
with:  by  demolition  (37  houses);  by  closure  (3^  houses);  by  re¬ 
conditioning  (143  houses);  or  by  being  converted  to  use  other  than 
dwellings  (19  Jiouses).  While  this  may  seem  quite  good  progress,  it 
should  be  borne  in  mind  that  113  dwellinghouses  which  are  acknowledged 
to  be  unfit  for  habitation  remain  to  be  dealt  with.  More  than  30?^  of 
these  are  still  occupied. 

Full  details  of  progress  are  appended  at  the  end  of  the  report. 

Seventy  new  Council  houses  and  flats  were  completed  during  the 
year  at  Petworth  and  Plaistow,  and  eighteen  new  houses  were  built 
by  private  enterprise.

Thirty-eight  applications  were  received  during  the  year  for 
Improvement  Grant  under  the  Housing  (Repairs  and  Rent)  Act  1954. 
Thirty-two  applications  were  approved,  four  were  refused  and  two  of 
the  applications  were  later  withdrawn.  The  Grant  is  available  to 
owners  wishing  to  provide  modern  amenities  at  their  cottages,  and  is 
normally  509^  of  the  cost  of  sucln  improvements  up  to  a  maximum  grant 
of  £400,  -  that  is,  where  £800  or  more  is  being  spent. 

The  Grant,  in  the  32  cases  approved  during  the  year,  averaged 
out  at  £238  per  dwelling. 

Two  applications  for  Certificates  of  Disrepair  were  received 
during  the  year.  In  both  cases  Certificates  were  issued  by  the 
Council.

Food  cind  Drugs  Act,  1935 » 

The  year  has  seen  a  marked  improvement  in  the  general  standard 
of  hygiene  in  food  premises  in  the  District,  following  the  publicity 
given  to  the  new  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  by  the  Department.  Where 
practicable,  the  use  of  plastic  counter- tops  and  shelves  has  been 
recommended  and  I  believe  that  many  of  the  food  handlers  are  agreeably 
surprised  at  the  ease  with  which  this  type  of  material  can  be  cleansed. 

Five .applications  for  Certificates  of  Exemption  under  Sections  l6 
and  19^  of  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  1955  have  been  received  during 
the  year.  In  all  five  cases  the  Council  approved  the  issue  of  a 
Certificate. 

A  total  of  twelve  Certificates  of  Exemption,  have  now  been  granted, 
permitting  a  lower  standard  of  hygiene  equipment  for  washing  in  the 
premises  concerned,  than  is  required  by  the  Regulations.

Sample  bottles ^  taken  after  cleansing  from  a  dairy,  were 
submitted  for  bacteriological  examination  from  one  producer  whose 
milk  failed  the  Methylene  Blue  Test  on  three  successive  occasions. 
All  bottles  were  reported  to  have  been  satisfactory. 

Where  tuberculosis  is  isolated  in  a  sample,  notification  is  sent 
to  the  County  Veterinary  Officer  and  prompt  action  is  taken  to  remove 
for  slaughter  the  animal  responsible,  under  the  provisions  of  the 
Tuberculosis  Order  of  I938. 

The  samples  submitted  for  biological  examination  are  also  examined 
for  the  presence  of  Brucella.  It  is  the  practice  to  notify  farmers 
of  positive  Brucella  reports,  recommending  inoculation  as  a  means  of 
preventing  spread  of  the  infection. 

Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act.  1949 

One  full-time  Rodent  Operator  is  employed  by  the  Council.  His 
primary  duty  is  the  inspection,  of  properties  in  the  District  to  discover 
infestations  of  rats.  Where  rats  are  found  to  be  infesting  domestic 
premises,  treatment  ia  frae,  but  a  oharge  for  time  and  materials  is  made 
for  all  other  premises  where  treatment  is  carried  out.  It  should,  how¬ 
ever,  be  stressed  that  the  prime  responsibility  for  keepdlng  premises 
free  from  rats  is  the  occupier's  and  not  the  Council's. 

rst  poison  is  now  used  for  all  treatments  with  very 
satisfactory  results.  It  is  found  to  be  safer  in  use  than  the  poisons 
formerly  used  and  gives  a  consistently  higher  kill.  Advisory  leaflets 
on  the  use  of  V/arfarin  are  supplied  on  request  to  persons  wishing  to 
carry  out  their  own  treatments. 
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Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act^  1949  (Continued) 

No  test  baiting  of  the  Council's  sewers  has  been  carried  out 
during  the  year.  Test  baiting  in  the  three  previous  years  has  all 
resulted  in  "no  take"  and  it  was  deemed  unnecessary  to  carry  out  a 
test  in  1957 • 

Prompt  action  is  taken  at  the  first  sign  of  rat  infestation  at 
any  of  the  Council's  sewage  works  or  at  the  refuse  tip.  No  difficulty 
has  been  experienced  in  maintaining  them  free  from  rats.

APPENDIX 

GEI^ERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE  AREA 

it 

A.  By  Local  Health  Authority, 

The  following  is  an  account  of  the  Services  provided,  in  the 

area  of  the  Combine,  by  the  1/Vest  Sussex  County  Council  as  Local  Health 
Authority . 

(a)  Nursing/;;  The  West  Sussex  County  Coxmcil  employs  District 
Nurses,  Midwives,  Health  Visitors  and  School  Nurses-.  In  the  villages 
it  is  usual  for  the  duties  of  the  Health  Visitor  and  School  Nurse  to  be 
carried  out  by  the  District  Nurse.  In  Horsham  the  Health  Visitors  act 
as  School  Nurses,  but  District  Nurses  and  Midwives  operate  separately. 

(b)  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare:  Infant  Welfare  Clinics  are  held 
as  follows:- 

!•  Horsham  -  at  Health  Centre  in  Hurst  Hpad.  Sessions  are  held  twice 
weekly,  on  Wednesdays  and  Fridays,  at  2.30  p.m.,  a  doctor  being  in 
attendance  on  the  latter. 

2*  Horsham  -  Leechpool  Lane.  Fortnightly  sessions  are  held  on 
Wednesdays,  with  a  doctor  in  attendance. 

Both  these  clinics  are  available  to  residents  from  the 
adjoining  parishes,  as  well  as  to  those  living  in  the  town. 

3*  Billingshurst .  The  Centre  is  situated  at  the  Women's  Hall,  with 

sessions  on  the  first  and  third  Tuesdays  in  each  month  from  2.30  p.m. 
A  doctor  attends  on  the  third  Tuesday. 

Petworth  ~  High  Street  Clinic.  Fortnightly  sessions  are  held  on 
Fridays  from  2.30  p.m.,  a  doctor  being  in  attendance. 

Northchapel .  Monthly  sessions  are  held  at  the  old  school  on  the 
first  Thursday  in  each  month  from  2.30  p.m.  when  a  doctor  is  present. 

6.  Loxwood.  Monthly  sessions  are  held  on  the  first  Tuesday  in  the 
month,  in  the  Village  Hall,  with  a  doctor  in  attendance. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  "Weighing  Centres"  are  held  at  Broadbridge 
Heath,  Colgate,  Partridge  Green,  Rudgwick,  Cowfold,  Rusper,  Southwater, 
Warnham  eind  Kirdford. 

Ante-Natal  Clinics 


!•  Horsham  Health  Centre.  Fortnightly  on  Tuesdays  at  2.30  p.m. 
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2.  Horsham  -  Leechpool  Lane.  Sessions  are  held  fortnightly  on 
Wednesdays  from  2,30  p.m» 

3*  Billingshurst »  Clinic  held  at  the  iiVomen’s  Hall,  on  the  first 
Tuesday  in  each  month  at  2.30  p.m, 

4.  Petworth  High  Street  Clinic.  A  Midv/ives  session  is  held  fort¬ 
nightly  at  2.30  p.m. 

3«  Northchapel .  A  monthly  session  is  held  at  the  old  school,  on  the 
first  Thursday  at  2.30  p.m.,  with  a  doctor  in -attendance. 


A  Relaxation  Clatss  is  held  at  Horsham  Health  Centre  weekly  at 
2.30  p.m.  on  Thursdays. 

(c)  School  Health  Service:  Regular  inspections  of  children  are 
carried  out  at  all  the  schools  by  the  District  H.O.H.  and  other  School 
Medical  Officers  in  the  service  of  the  County  Council. 

Clinics  are  held  as  follows 
Horsham  Urban  District. 

At  the  Health  Centre  in  Hurst  Road  -  Minor  Ailment,  EJye,  Orthopaedic, 
Physiotherapy,  and  Speech  Clinics. 

Two  Dental  Surgeons  operate  from  the  Health  Centre,  where  regular 
sessions  are  held  for  the  treatment  of  children  with  defective  teeth. 
Orthoptic  Clinics  are  held  in  the  building  but  are  under  the  control  of 
the  Horsham  Hospital  Management  Committee. 

Regular*  Diphtheria  Immunisation  sessions  are  held  at  the  Health 
Centre,  but  in  addition  visits  are  made  to  various  schools,  when  the 
numbers  to  be  dealt  with  are  sufficient  to  Justify  this.  Similar 
arrangements  apply  to  vaccination  against  Poliomyelitis. 

At  the  Leechpool  Lane  Clinic,  Minor  Ailment  Clinics  are  held  for 
school  children  for  cases  that  can  be  dealt  with  by  the  School  Nurses, 
and  reg-ular  Diphtheria  Immunisation  sessions  are  held. 

Horsham  Rural  District. 


The  above  facilities  are  available  to  children  from  the  adjoining 
parishes  of  the  rural  district. 

Petworth  Rural  District 


The  following  clinics  are  available  for  children  resident  in  the 
district 
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Eye  Clinics  are  held  at  Chichester  and  Midhurst. 

Speech  Therapy  at  Chichester  or  Petworth. 

Orthoptics  at  Chichester. 

Orthopaedic  facilities  at  Chichester. 

Physiotherapy  Clinics  at  Petworth  as  required. 

Dental  Clinics  are  held  at  various  schools  and  Centres. 

Diphtheria  Immunisation  at  the  various  schools  and 
Centres  throughout  the  areao 

(d)  Ambulance  Service:  The  operation  of  the  Ambulance  Service  in 
the  area  is  carried  out  by  the  St.  John  Ambulance  Brigade,  acting  as 
agents  for  the  County  Council.  Calls  for  an  ambulance  are  made  through 
the  doctor  or  nurse  in  attendance  on  the  case  or  through  the  police  or 
members  on  duty  in  case  of  accident  and  other  emergencies. 

At  the  Horsham  Headquarters  three  paid  drivers,  a  full-time  male 
attendant  and  a  mechanic  are  employed,  but  in  addition  considerable 
voluntaLry  work  is  carried  out  in  connection  with  the  operation  of  the 
service  by  members  of  the  Ambulance  and  Nursing  Divisions.  In  Petworth 
there  is  one  ambulance,  with  a  paid  driver  and  voluntary  attendants. 

The  Hospitail  Car  Service  for  both  Horshajn  and  Crawley  is  controlled 
from  the  Headquarters  of  the  Horsham  Division  of  St.  John,  -  another 
example  of  valuable  voluntary  effort.  During  1937 i  voluntary  drivers  in 
their  own  vehicles  covered  a  total  of  277^213  miles  while  transporting 
patients  to  hospitals  and  clinics. 

(e)  Home  Help  Service;  This  is  controlled  by  the  Women’s  Voluntary 
Services  (fn  behalf  of  the  County  Council.  The  value  of  this  work  cannot 
be  over-estimated. 


B.  Other  Facilities. 

(i)  Hospital  and  Specialist  Services;  A  comprehensive  hospital  and 
specialist  service  is  provided  by  the  Regional  Hospital  Board. 

Hospital  accommodation  of  a  private  nature  is  available  in  certain 
circximstances,  subject  to  appropriate  charges. 

(ii)  General  Medical  and  Dental  Services:  Everyone  is  entitled,  as 
part  of  the  arrangements  of  the  National  Health  Service,  to  general 
medical  and  dental  care.  Local  arrangements  for  these  services  are 
organised  through  the  National  Health  Executive  Council  for  West  Sussex, 
173 »  Broyle  Road,  Chichester. 

(iii)  Horsham  Chest  Clinic :  This  is  held  partly  in  Horsham  Hospital 
and  partly  in  the  adjoining  Health  Centre,  and  is  available  to  all 
residents  in  the  area. 

(iv)  Venereal  Diseases :  Patients  may  attend  the  Clinic  at  the  Worthing 
Hospital  or  at  the  Royal  Sussex  County  Hospital,  Brighton.  Facilities 
are  also  available  at  Redhill  County  Hospital.  Treatment  is  confiden¬ 
tial  and  times  are  as  follows:-
